So, something clearly happened, and it is worth mentioning in the build up to the most 
significant aspect of what | call "The Pruning of Democratic Delano": the split with the Teatro 
and allowing Malcriado to close down. But I'm going to have to edit what | have a bit. 


And more work than | wanted to do 
on what amounts to a couple of paragraphs in a 600 page book. When | turn the big baby 
back in, | am going to drive around and visit people. You guys are high on my list. All my 
best to Debbie.
